To approach the THRON E, and to preſent to 
His MajesTY, Petitions, Adareſſes, Rem en- 
ftrances, and Complaints of fublic Grievances, 1s 
a Right of the Britiſb Subjects, fiom which, 
they never are, nor, indeed, ever can be, excluded, 
without Violence. 


Ir the Subjects of IX ELAN D ſtand in the ſame 
Relation; if they be equally valuable and dear to 
the CRown ; if in point of Lovalty, and in 
Proportion to their ' Circumſtances, they have 
always contributed, equally with Britain, to the 
Aſſertion of LIBER TV, and to the Support and 
Defence of the Eſtabliſhment ; and this, ſurely, 
is the Caſe ; they are not to be debarred a Right, 
which any other Subjects may clame ; a Privilege, 
without which, they can not be ſuppoſed to 
ſubſiſt. FE 


Wir this Aſſurance, and upon theſe Prin- 
ciples, it is, that I, thus, with all due Reverence 
and Humility, lay Clame to this privilege. 


As reflected Light, however clear and diffu-

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Conſideratibn, the juſt Attention to which, tends, 
as J humbly conceive, to nothing leſs, than the 
prefent and future Glory of Your MaJjgsTY's 
Reign, the Strength and Security of Voux Crown 
and Dignity, the He ALTH and GENERAL HaP- 
pIN ESS of Youk PEOPLE; and, in a Word, te 
the great End of the Inſtitution of this, and 


every wiſe and free Government. 


Fok, theſe Emoluments can only be retained, 
can only be illuſtrated, by preſerving and ſupport- 
ing, againſt Invaders of all Kinds and Denomina- 
tions, theſe Your Majrsr v's Realms, and the 
eſtablithed Conſtitutions thereof, reſpectively. 


Your MaJesTY is, by Divine Providence, 
called to the moſt exalted Station, that is known 
in any Part of the Earth. You preſide over the 
GREATEST, becauſe the FREEST PEOPLE, in the 
World. You are, in Compariſon of thoſe, who 
rule Slaves, by deſpotic Suay; a King of Kings. 
You Subjects afſent and conſent to Your Sove- 
reignty. And, Your Dominion is a Dominion 
over Minds, to which arbitrary Monarchs, not- 
withſtanding their boundleſs Ambition; can never 
hope to attain. 


TnoskE of YouR MajesTyY's Subjects, who 
attend to YoUR Meaſures. and are well acquaint- 
ed with YouR Intentions, in the Government, 
with juſt Exultation, declare, that Yours M- 
JESTY has always been actuated, by a proper 
Senſe of theſe principles. And, the whole Te- 
nor of You Conduct, when duly confidered, 
muſt convince Vou rational Enemies, if any 
{ach there be; that, fince Your MaJjesTrY's 

Acceſſion 
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Acceſſion to the 2 You have had nothing 
more in View, maintaining and preſervin 
the civil and religious Dan NN 
of Your Subjects, and ſecuring the Cons 1 u- 
T1ONs of theſe Realms, freely and effectually, 
upon the eſtabliſhed Principles of their Policy; 
agreeable to the ORIGINAL and MUTUAL CoM- 
PACT between K1NG and PEoPLE. 


Wuirk theſe, ſo evidently, appear, the ruling 
Motives of Your MaJesT y'sGovernment, every 
ſenſible Subject, indeed, every good Man, muſt 
think it indiſpenſably incumbent on him, to uſe 
his utmoſt Might to perpetuate the Bleſſings of 
ſuch a Reign, to lateſt Poſterity ; and muſt re- 
joyce at the pleaſing Proſpect, theſe Nations, at 

reſent, enjoy ; of being long, happily governed, 

y that 1LLUSTR10us RoyaL LINE, which, we 
have Reaſon to hope, will ſuccede to the Honors 
and Dignity, in Conſequence of inheriting the 
Virtues, of their RoyAL ANCESTORS ; which 
Virtues, in all free States, muſt ever prove the 
cleareſt and ſtrongeſt Titule, as well, as the firmeſt 
Security, to the Crown. 


He, who conſiders VouR MAIESTHT YS Go- 
vernment, in this juſt Light, muſt be ſenſibly 
intereſted in every Thing, that relates to Lou; 
as well, in Your private, as in Lou public, 
or political Capacity. And muſt, therefore, think 
it his invariable Intereſt and indiſpenſable Duty, 
to lay before Voux MaJEsTY, all ſuch Matters 
and Things, as nearly concern the Safety, Honor, 
Power and Intereſt, of YouR Perſon, Crown 
and Family, 
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THE moſt unhappy Circumſtance attending 
the Condition of Kings, is, that, however ſtrong 
and good their natural Faculties, Endowmeats, 
or Diſpoſitions may be, they can not, in their 
political Capacities ; fully, or perfectly, ſce, feel, 


hear, or underſtand all the Affairs relating to their 


Government, with their own proper Organs ; 
and, therefore, are conſtantly liable to be impoſed 
upon, and to bear the Blame of all the Miſcon- 
duct of their ſeveral Subſtitutes; againſt whoſe 
Miſinformation, or Miſrepreſcntation and Adu- 


lation, mere human Nature can not, always, be 
perfect Proof. 


IT is recorded of a certain antient Emperor, 
that, as the beſt Antidote to the Poiſon of Flat- 
tery, to which all Men in Power are conſtantly 
expoled ; he appointed an Officer in his Court, 
whoſe Employment was, to pronounce, fre- 
quently, in his Sovereign's Ear, Memento mori; 
as much as if he ſhould ſay, Let Flatterers, of 
all Ranks and Denominations, ſay what they will, 
remember that Theu art, but a mere, mortal 


Man!“ 


Now, as Adulation is, perhaps the only Art, 
in which the Moderns may be ſaid to excel the 
Antients; ſo, I humbly conceive, an Officer of 
the above kind, may be very uſeful in moſt mo- 
dern Courts; not ſo much to make Kings re- 
member, that they are but Men, as to inform 


them, without Evaſion, without Palliation, with- 


out Flattery; which of thoſe, to whom the 
Execution of any Part of the Regal Power, or the 


public Adminiſtration is committed, are ure 


than Men. 
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Ir every ſenſible Subject would, in his Sphere, 
bring ſuch important Truths to Light, and not 
tacitly ſubmit to, or baſely connive at, the num- 
berleſs deſtructive Abuſes of Power, We daily 
diſcover, and which, otherwiſe, unknown to 
the beſt of Kings, may fruſtrate, or overturn 
the beſt of Governments; our glorious Conſtitu- 
tion could ſuffer no Decay; but, mult perpetu- 
ally improve and ſtrengthen, upon the unerring, 
the unalterable Principles of LIBERTY which 
is the Foundation, the Eſſence of our Policy. 


Upon theſe Principles, May it pleaſe Your 
MaJesTy ! Iprocede ; and, I humbly hope, it 
will be accounted no unpardonable Preſumption : 
For, indeed, it is with all imaginable Reſpect, 
Duty, and Affection, that I, thus, approach 
the Throne, and beg Leave to lay before Your 
MaJEsTY, the GREAT CHARTER, on which 
are founded the Sac EDLIBERTIES of an an- 
tient City: A City of unſhaken, invariable Loy- 
alty, and moſt firm and ftrift Attachment to 
yYouR MaJjtsTY's PERSON, to Your Fa- 
MILY, to YOUR GOVERNMENT: The Metro- 
polis of vou k molt antient and loyal KING DON 
of IRELAND, 


Tris CHARTER, I have reſcued from Ob- 
ſcurity and Ruins, by tranſcribing it into legible 
Characters, and tranſlating it into Exgliſp; with 
Intent to make known, and to aſcertain the pe- 
culiar Rights and Liberties of theſe your Ma- 
JESTY'S liege Subjects; and to point out fome 
of the principal Breaches made in this important 
Part of our Conſtitution, to the evident, preſent 
and future, Prejudice and Hazard of the Whole. 


YouR 
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Your MAIJEST V is, by G OD's Permiſſion, 
and the Suffrages of a FREE PEOPLE ; Sue 
PREME HEAD of the GREAT BoD PoL1- 
Tic, of which I have the Honor and * 
neſs of being a Member. 


Human Wiſdom was never known, in any 
Inſtance, to come nearer to Divine Perfection, 
than in the Conſtitution of this Body Politic: 
Becauſe, no civil Society was ever known to bear 
ſo juſt Analogy to the Frame and Oeconomy, to 
the L1iBERTY of the Body Natural. 


TH 1s, among numberleſs other Inſtances, is 
moſt remarkable, in the intimate Connexion be- 
tween the Parts, their Relation to, and mutual 
Dependence upon, each other. 


For, thongh the ſeveral Individuals, of 
which our Society is compoſed, be deſtined to 
different Offices and Ranks in the Community ; 
ſome being made for honorable, others for mean 
Stations ; yet, can not the moſt high and honor - 
able ſay, to the moſt low and mean, I have no 
Occaſion for thee : Nor can the leaſt and moſt in- 
conſiderable ſuffer any Injury, without prejudi- 
cing and endangering the greateſt and moſt noble 
Parts: So truly, and indiſcriminately, are Ve, 
Members one of an other. 


Now, as, in the Body Politic, the Parts moſt 
remote, "and diſtant from the Hz AD, may fuf- 
ter many grievous and deſtructive Evils, of which 
the HE Ap, if left uninformed, may not become, 
timely, ſenſible; ſo, every Member, who wiſhes 
well to the entire Structure of the Body Palitic, 
or pays due Regard to the Head and Members, 
even, to himſelf ; muſt think it unavoidably in- 
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cumbent-on him, to give the moſt juſt and early 
Information to the He Ap, of all things, that 
annoy, or threaten the general Welfare of the 
Community, or that of any of the Parts. 


SUCH, MY MOST SERENE SOVEREIGN, Þ 
is my Zeal for the Preſervation of this GREAT 
and GLoR1Ious Bopy PoL1Tic, in general; 
for promoting the Honor and Intereſt of vou x 
MA] EST and that of your ROYAL FAMI- 
LY, in particular; that, were I but equal to it, 
I ſhould, moſt gladly, undertake this important 
Taſk, But, it is too weighty, as well, as too 
extenſive an Undertaking for any ſingle Man; eſ- 
pecially, for one, like me, of little Moment, and 
unaſſiſted, if not oppoſed. 


B=s1DEs, my narrow Sphere has confined 
me, chiefly, to the Affairs of this City: To 
them, therefore, with your MAJEST 's Per- 
miſſion ; I ſhall, chiefly, confine my preſent 
Remonſtrances. | 


Bu r, in order to give YouR MAJESTY, 
an adequate Notion of our Complaints ; I muſt 
beg Leave to lay before You, a general, but con- 

ciſe, Sketch of the State of this poor Kingdom. 


IT has been the hard Fate of the Subjects of 
this very ancient and moſt loyal KINGDOM, 
not to have had the Happineſs, theſe many 
Years paſſed, of ſeeing, or being ſeen by, THEIR 


SOVEREIGN, or common, POLITICAL PA- 
RENT. 


Tu 1s, notwithſtanding the regal and paternal 
Care of ſome wiſe and righteous Kings, whom Ido 
not chooſe tocompliment, by naming ; has reduced 
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Us to a State, but little, if at all, better, than that 
of Orphans : For, We have, for the moſt part, 
been put under the Government, or Rule of 
Vice-Roys from England; molt of whom, at 


beſt, were abſolute Strangers to the People and 


Conſtitution ; and tnany of them, by their Con- 
duct, proved themſelves ſuch Enemies, ſuch fierce, 
ſuch inſatiable Ravagers of the Nation, as may 
well be looked upon, as worſe, than Step-fathers 
to the People. 


THEREFORE, it may reaſonably be pre- 
ſumed, that a true State of this long rejected and 
deſpiſed KINGDOM, has, as yet, hardly reached 
YOUR ROYAL EARS; which induces me to 
hope, the following ſhort, but true, Abſtract 
will not be unacceptable to Your MaJesTy. 


IRELAND, with reſpect to its Size, Form and 
Situation, or the Number and Genius of its In- 
habitants ; is, next to Great-Britain, by far, the 
moſt conſiderable of all the European Iſlands. 


But, with Reſpect to the Temperature of the 


Climate, and the great Plenty it affords, of all 


the Commodities and real Neceſſaries of Life, 
the beſt Geographers know not its Equal, in the 
World. 


Ir was formerly famed for Literature and ce- 
lebrated for Religion and Piety. But, by the 
frequent Incurſions of powerful, ſavage Invaders, 


it was, at length, reduced to that blind Ignorance, 
that baſe Bigotry and Barbariſm, which are the 


fatal, the horrid, though neceſſary, Conſequences 


of a Deprivation of LI BERT. 


Hence, 


* 
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HENCE, it is, that fo few Traces of the true 
Hittory of IRELAND, are, at this Time, any 
where, to be collected, But, we can diſcern, 
that in their Language, Manners, Cuſtoms and 
Laws, they bore great Analogy to thoſe glorious 
Barbarians, the antient Britons. And ſome of 
our old Engliſh Hiſtorians agree with the Fiſb, 
in this Particular, that many Parts of Britain, 
were peopled from Ireland ; particularly, the 
North, where the 7:/b Language, without any 
eſſential Alteration, except in the Pronunciation 
is, at this Day, in Uſe. 


THAT this was a KINGDOM of ſome Rank 
and Fame, in foreign Countries, long before 
England; appears, inconteſtably, from this, among 
other Circumſtances ; That when a Conteſt aroſe, 
at the Council of Conſtance, in the Year 1417, 
between the Legates of that memorable Royal 
Hero, the GREAT HENRY the Fifth of Eng- 
land, and thoſe of Charles the Sixth of France, 


for Precedence ; it was conceded to the Engliſh 


Legates, for this ſole, remarkable Reaſon, rhat 
their King was King of IRELAND ; then, reck- 
oned the third KINGDOM in Europe; giving 
Place, in Seniority and Dignity, only to the Em- 
pires of Rome and Conſtautinople *. 


As ENGLAND had formerly been divided 
into an Heptarchy, ſo had IRELAND, into a Pen- 
tarchy ; in which State it continued, till it be- 
came a Monarchy, under the King of England, 
about the Year 1172 Þ.

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THEN it was, that IRELAND, by a Free 
and voLUNTARY CoMPACT, entered into h2- 
tween YOUR MaJesTY's Predeceſſor, Kin 
Henry the Second, tor himſelf and his Succeſſers; 
and the Princes, or Potentates, Prelates and People 
of the whole Ifland, for themſehves and their 
Succeſſors ; was conſtituted a NE] KINGDOM, 
as abſolutely, as neceſſarily, FREE and IN Dr 
PENDENT, as ſeparate and diſtindt from that 
of England; but upon the fam: Model aud 
Principles; under the fame common HEAD, 
and under the like Syſtem of Laws and general 
Form of Government, For, 


H=zNnRyY the Second, as ſoon, as he was ac- 
knowledged ſovereign Lord; eſtabliſhed the 
ſame Conſtitution, civil and eccleſiaſtic, with that 
of England, in this KINGDOM, Fox EveR. 
This muſt, probably, have been the principal 
Conſideration, which induced the Ii to ſubmit 
peacefully and freely, to his Government : For, 
we find, the firſt Act of fovereign Power, exer- 
ciſed, by this King, was convoking a PARLE- 
MENT, or Council of the Nobles and Cœummons, 
for civil Affairs, at L:/more ; in which the na- 
tional Conſtitution was framed and ettabliſhed. 
And the ſecond ; the ſummoning a Cox VO CA“ 
lo, or Council of the Prelates and Clergy, at 
Caſhel, fer the Eſtabliſhment of the Church ; 
Each of which, were made abſolutely free and 
independent of, and, in ſome Points, ſomevrhat 
different from, the State and Church of ENGL AND. 


Upon his Return to England, the King ſent the 
Laws of England, particularly the Modus tenendi 
Parlementum, into IRELAND, and in ſome Years 


after by the Advice and Conſent of his Britiſb 
Parlement 3 
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Parlement ; veſted the Sovereignty of this King- 
dom, ſeparately, fully, ſolely and entirely, in his 
third Son, John, before called, Sans Terre, or 
A Lack-land ; and his Heirs, for Ever, 


| Jou d dwelled here, held Parlements, agree- 
| able to his Father's Inſtitution ; and eſtabliſhed 
ſubordinate Courts and Miniſters of Juſtice, She- 
rifs and other Magiſtrates, in this Kingdom, in 
5 the ſame Manner, as they were, then, held and 
6 eſtabliſhed in England ; which, however, neither 
|} had, nor could have any Dependence on, or 
3 Connection with, thoſe of England; foraſmuch, 
'L as John was, then, sor and SOVEREIGN LorD 
. of Ia ELAN D, and wholely independent on the 
| | Engliſh Throne. In conſequence of which, he 
| made Laws, granted and confirmed ſeveral Char- 
K ters, in this Kingdom, many of which, as well, 
| as the following, are ſtill extant; without any 
ſort of regard to England, during the Reigns of 
his Father and his eldeſt Brother, Richard the 
Firſt. 


THE ENGL ISE, in general, finding the ſame 
Conſtitution with their own, eſtabliſhed here; 
thought it no Hazard, to their Lives, Liberties, 
or Properties, to come into a Climate, not widely 
different, and ſeparated, but, by a narrow Branch 
of the Sea, from theirs. And, upon this Aſſu- 
rance, we find, ſeveral Colonies of Engliſb, from 
time to time, tranſplanted themſelves into this 
Kingdom ; wherein, they built, inlarged, forti- 
fed and founded ſeveral Cities, Caſtles, Churches, 
Gc. and have fince, ſo multiplied, as, at this 
to Day, to equal, if not excede, the Number of 
. the Native Inhabitants, of the whole Iſland. 

y A Colo x 
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A CoLony from Bri/tol, to the Citizens of 
whom, Dublin was granted, by Henry the Second; 
tettled in this City, improved it, introduced and 
eſtabliſhed in it, the Policy, Manners, Cuſtoms, 
Libertics and Franchiſes, Arts and Trades, of 
their Mother City; which have ſince been, di- 
verily, augmented, inlarged and confirmed, by 


ſundry royal Charters. 


Uron the Death of King Richard the Firſt, 
without Iſſue, John found Means to ingratiate 
himſelf with the People of England; who, al- 
ways, juſtly regardleſs of the vain Notion, of 
an indefeaſable hereditary Right to the Crown ; 
called him, preferabie to the Iſſue of his eldet 
Brother, Feeffry, to the Throne. 


By this Means, the two Kingdoms of England 
and Ireland, which might otherwiſe have conti- 
nued under different Kings, to this Day; fell 
again, under one common Head : The Lord, or 
King of IRE L AwD, being choſcn King of England, 
and making that his Reſidence; as YOUR ROYAL 
FATHER, of happy Memory, was choſen King 
of theſe Realms, without any Attempt, or 
Thought, of annexing, or uniting, much leſs, of 
ſubjecting, the ELECTORATE of Hancver, to 
the Government of either Kingdom: For, ench, 
though brought under Subjection to one com- 
mon Head, and united in one common la- 
tereſt ; muſt, for ever, remain ſeparate and di- 
ſtint Governments, abſolutely free, abſolutely 
independent of one another ; while common 
Juſtice, right Reaſon, Liberty and Layalty, are 
allowed their due Weight in the Determination. 


C ENGLAND 
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ENGLAND and IRELAND became thus, as 
two Siſters, under the Care and Government of 
one common Parent. The Extent and Limits of 
the regal Prerogatives, and of the Power, Furiſ- 
diction, Authority and Privilege, of the Parle- 
ment, and all inferior Courts, Magiſtrates and Mi- 
niſters; together with thoſe of the Rights and Li- 
berties of the Subject; were ſeverally and di- 
ſtinctly eſtabliſhed, upon the ſame Principles and 
Foundation, in the one Kingdom, as in the 
other; without any Competition, Claſhing, or 
Interfering of the one, with the other. 


AFTER this wiſe and happy Eſtabliſhment, 
England and Ireland, while both were juſtly and 
legally governed; grew up together, like Siſters, 
continued in Siſterly Love and Amity, and, ge- 
nerally, ſhared each other's Fate. 


EvE R Shock, given to England, by weak, or 
tyranmcal Kings, packed, or corrupt Parlements, 
or wicked Miniſters, the only Enemies, that either 
Government ſhould fear; was, generally, per- 
ceived, at Secondhand, in Feland: And every 
Improvement made, in the Conſtitution of Eng- 
land, by wiſe and juſt Kings, free and diſintereſted 
Parlements, and faithful Miniſters, under which 
the Conſtitution muſt always improve; was, in 
Proceſs of Time, communicated to the State of 
IRELAND. 


Tas Injuries, which this Kingdom might have 


ſaſtained, in the deſpotic and barbarous Parts of 
the Reigns of John, and his Son and Succeſſor, 
Henry the Third ; were repared, by the GREAT 
CHARTER of LIBERTIES, granted to Ire- 

a LAND, 
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LAND, by King Henry, nine Years before he 
granted that to England, which ſtands foremoſt 
among the Engliſh Statutes, and which ſeems to 
be, but a Copy of this. 


AND, to ſecure, to the Viſb Subjects, all the Pri- 
vileges and Advantages, they could wiſh ; All the 
Laws of England, as well Statute, as Common, 
which relate to Government ; from the Founda- 
tion of that Conſtitution, to the Reign of Henry the 
Eighth ; are, by ſeveral Statutes, conſtituted the 
Laws of IRELAND; and, as ſuch, eſtabliſhed, 
by the ſame, or equal Authority, and upon the 
ſame UNALTERABLE PRINC1PLEsSand Fou N- 
DATION, 


I MusT beg your MAI EST v's Leave to ob- 
ſerve, that, by an A# of the Parlement of IRE- 
LAND, in the Reign of Henry the Eighth, that 
King's Marriage with Princeſs Katherine is diſ- 
folved ; his Marriage with Anne Bullen is declared 
legal and juſt ; and the Succeffion to the Crown, 
as well of England, as Ireland, is ſettled on their 
Iſſue *. By an other, he and his Succeſſors reſpec- 
tively, are declared Supreme Head of the Church +, 
And by a third, recogniſing the Titule of Henry 
the Eighth, to the Crown of England, and Domi- 
nion of this Kingdom ; the Stile and Titule of this 
King is changed, from Lord, to KING of IrE- 


LAND; and his lawful Succeſſors, Kings of Eng- 


land, are to be allo, Kings of IRELAND g. 


By other 1r:/b Statutes, there are ſundry Recog- 
nitions and Confirmations made, of the Titules

Your MAJEsTY is, therefore, to all Intents 
and Purpoſes, as fully and abſolutely, KinG of 
IRELAND, as You are King of Great Britain, 
or Elector of Hanover. 


IRELAND can owe YouR MAJESTY, no 
more Duty, or Allegiance, merely, as King of 
England ; than is preſcribed, by theſe and other 
Iriſh Statutes. Nor, more, than England would 
have done to your MaJesTyY, as King of 
France; had Your Predeceſſors maintained their 
Right and Poſſeſſion in that Kingdom, and 
eſtabliſhed the Reſidence of the Crown therein : 
Nor, more, than Scotland did, to our Kings before 
the Union; or, than the Electorate of Hanover, 
now, does. wy 


Tux Councils of the Three States, of Great 
Britain, Ireland and Hanover, in which your 
Ma7JEsTy, actually, or virtually, prefides ; muſt 
therefore, be equally free, and independent of 
each other. And, in Truth, were it otherwiſe, 
direful Piſtraction, perhaps, Anarchy, muſt 


enſue. 


I SHALL not, at prefent, trouble vou x MA- 
JESTY, With a minute Detail of the, almoſt, 
numberleſs Breaches, made in the, once glorious, 
Conſtitution of this Kingdom ; This does not 
come within the Scope of my preſent Compals. 
But, I muſt beg Your MAJjesTY's Permiſſion,

; THESE malignant Meaſures could not fail, of 
gaining us Diſcredit and Contempt, abroad; as 
well, as of raiſing Jealouſies and Diſcontents, at 
home; the unhappy Conſequences of which are 
ſenſibly felt, to this Day.

JESTY, to enquire and learn, by whom, and for 


what Purpoſes, the Nation was, thus, divided 
againſt its Self, — Do theſe horrible, anti- 
conſtitutional Diſtinctions, and Party Appellations 
ſill ſubſiſt, in Great Britain, as well as in Ireland? 
And can they be kept, in any Degree, on foot, by 
Friends to Your MAJEsTy's private, or political 
Perſon? to Your Family? to Your Govern- 
ment?

Tre principal Means, by which a wicked Mi- 
niſtry. can hope to complete it's fell Machinations,

of Parlement; or, which has been praftiſed

Wren the Parlements of theſe Kingdoms 
have been of this Mould, of which we have 
many melancholy Inſtances, in former Ages; they 
generally combined, in invading and violating 


the moſt ſacred Rights, as well of the King, as 
People. 


Wir Regard to this Kingdom, the Par- 

lements of England have, for ſome Time, treat- 
ed it no better, than if it were a conquered Pro- 
vince, or a dependent Colony, Theſe Parlements 
have been, for the moſt Part, active; and made 
their oppreſſive, their iniquitous Incroachments, 
while the Parlements of Ireland were ſhametully 
paſſive, and moſt perfidiouſly yielding. 


To enumerate all the Grievances, from theſe 
Quarters would ſwell this Addreſs, beyond the 
intended Limits: I ſhall, therefore, with vou x 
Ma JesTY's Permiſſion, content myſelf, with 
touching upon the principal and moſt affecting 
Articles, of this Invaſion on our Conſtitution. 


Our Enemies are obliged to confeſs, what is 
fully atteſted, by the moſt authentic Records ; 
that IREL AND is a REIN OG DOM, upon as firm an 
Eſtabliſhment, as any in Europe. And it is evi- 
dent to Demonſtration, that ou Rx KING, PAR-

By this, vou R MAJESTY and YOUR MosT 
4 HIGH CoUuRT oF PARLEMENT, and, with 
4 that, YOUR Whole People of IRELAND have 
been, contrary to Reaſon, Juſtice and Law, 
rendered, in all Points, ſubje& and ſubſervient 
to, and dependent on, the abſolute Will of 
the Parlement of Great Britain; to the inexpreſ- 
ible Diminution, I had almoſt ſaid, to the An- 
nihilation, of the Prerogatives, Honor and Dig- 
nity of Your Crown, as KING of IRELAND;

As to the Affairs of this City, in which, I 
am more converſant, and for which, Iam, more

THE ANNEXED CHARTER, or Exemplifi- 
cation of our antient Charters, confirmed by 
Act of Parlement, will ſufficiently ſhew vou 
Ma JesTY, in what high Eſtimation this City 
was held by all the preceding Kings; and, indeed, 
all the ſubſequent Charters breathe the ſame Sen- 
timents. 


Tux great Poſſeſſions, Franchiſes and Immu- 
nities, repeatedly granted to the Citizens, and the 
expreſſed Conſiderations of the different Dona- 
tions demonſtrate, of what Conſequence this 
City muſt, always, have been found, to the 
King and Country; through the invariable Loy- 
alty, and invincible Valor of the Citizens; and, 
accordingly, their LIBERTIES were extended, 
and their Privileges eſtabliſhed, as the beſt Re- 
ward for, as well, as the moſt powerful Incen- 
tive to, Perſeverance in theſe Virtues. 


THESE GRANTS were augmented, in many 
Inſtances, and confirmed, in moſt, by divers 
Charters from the Generality of the ſucceeding 
Kings. 

RiCcHARD the Third, though a moſt arbitra- 
ry, cruel, and blood-thirſty Tyrant, improved the 

Con- 
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Conſtitution of this City,by ſeveral Grants; particu- 
larly, by making the Mayor and Recorder Juſtices 


of Oyer and Terminer, as well by Sea, as Land. 


KING Edward the Sixth conſtituted the Bai- 
lifs, Sherifs, and the City and it's Liberties, a 
County, within it's ſelf, And, by this Charter, 
he eſtabliſhed the Titule of the Corporation, 
Mayor, Sherifs, Commons and Citizens, 


KING Charles the Firſt, reciting an antient, 
preſcriptive Right and Cuſtom, of the Mayer, 
Bailifs, Commons and Citizens, or Corporation, 
at large ; of chooſing twenty-four of their Body, 
or Community, into the Office and Place of 
Aldermen ; makes fix of the Aldermen, ſo choſen, 
Juſtices of the Peace, to have Succeſſion, by 
Election; and the Mayor, for the Time being, a 
Lord, and his Wife, a Lady. 


KING Charles the Second, in Conſideration 
cf the approved Loyalty of the Citizens, and 
their extraordinary Loſſes and Sufferings, by their 
firm Attachment and Fidelity to the Government, 
eſpecially, during the great Rebellion; granted 
the City, ſundry Tolls and Cuſtoms, and a Pen- 
ſion of five hundred Pounds a Vear, for ever. 


Your Roy ATL FATHER granted the City, 
three hundred Pounds a Year. This youR 
MA Er x has been moſt graciouſly pleaſed to 
continue. And, in order to inlarge the Number 
of Juſtices in the City; to grant, that every 
Alderman, choſen as above, and paſſed the Office 
of Mayor, ſhould be a Fuſtice of the Peace. 
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By the ſeveral Charters granted to the City, 
and the ſeveral Powers, as well implied, as ex- 
preſſed, which are incident to the Creation of a 
Corporation; this City was made to conſiſt of a 
Lord Mayor, Sherifs, Commons and Citizens; 
who are the ſole Proprietors of the Corporation, 
it's Poſſeſſions, Liberties, Franchiſes, &c. and 
by whom, and in whoſe Name, alone, all cor- 
porate Acts are to be, for ever, performed. 


Tur conſtituent Parts of this Corporation, 
then, are, Firſt; the Lord Mayor, who is the 
Chiet Magiſtrate, or Head of the Community : 
Secondly ; the Sherifs; two Subordinate Magi- 
ſtrates, or Officers, who are Wardens of the 
Franchiſes ; and whoſe Office is, partly, judicial, 
partly, miniſterial ; as well for the Crown, as 
the City; and who, though fw, in Number, 
are but one, in the Eye of the Law : Thirdly ; 
of the Commons, or Common Council; conſiſt- 
ing of all thoſe, who have ſerved the Office of 
Serif, not exceeding the Number of Fourty; 
and a determined Number of Repreſentatives, 


from each Corporation, or Company, within the 


City: And, fourthly; of the Citizens, and in- 
definite Number of Freemen. 


THE Office and Duty of the Mayor, and 
Sherifs, are, partly, ſet forth in the following 
Charter, and partly in Acts of Parlement. 


Tur Commons were intruſted, by their Con- 
ſtituents, with the Power of propoſing and tranſ- 
acting all the Affairs of the incorporate Body. 
But, to provide againſt the Corruption and De- 
generacy, to which human Nature is FOO. 

when 
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when an unlimited Power is abſolutely veſted in 
the Hands of a few ; the wiſe Founders, or Ar- 
chitects of this civil Inſtitution, made an happy 
Improvement on the old Roman Tribunitian Pow- 
er : For, inſtead of veſting a Negative in any 
ſingle Perſon ; it was inſtituted, that a Negative 
ſhould be retained in the Body of the Citizens, 


at large, which was to be, thus, exerciſed. / «+ , 


* 
TuE Common Cou x IL were appointed, on 


certain ſtated Days to aflemble ; to conſult, to 
deliberate upon, and to tranſact all Matters relat- 
ing to the City. But, it was wiſely and juſtly pro- 
vided, that at the Cloſe of every Aſſembly, or 
Council, the City Bell ſhould ring, the Magi- 
ſtrates and Council ſhould be ſeated, in the Guild. 
Hall, or open Court of the City ; where, upon 
ſtopping the Bell, the Crier ſhould make a pub- 
lic, tormal Proclamation, to convoke the Citizens, 


Tu is is the Court of Darein Hundred. In 
this, all the Acts of the Day, are to be read, 
aloud. Here every Citizen has a Right to pro- 
hibit any AR, he apprehends unjuſt, or injurious, 
And, if he be ſeconded, the Act, fo prohibited, 
becomes invalid; unleſs it receives the Sanction 
of the Majority of the Citizens, upon a general 
Poll. 


Fox the further and more effectual Security 
of the Rights and Privileges of the Commons 
and Citizens, from the Incroachments of Stran- 
gers, Or neighbouring great Men ; it was, in 
Parlement, enacted, That no City, or great 


—_— 
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Town, in this Kingdom, ſhall receive, or ad- 
mit any Perſon to be an Alderman, Furor, or 
Freeman; but ſuch as have ſerved an Apprentice- 
ſhip in, and continue refident of, ſuch City, or 
Town. Nor ſhall they admit any Lords, or 


other Perſons to their Congregations, or Councils, 


except their Recorder, or retained Lawyers.” 


By theſe, I hope, it is evident to Your MA- 
JESTY, that the Laws have, thus, made ours, 
one of the wiſeſt, freeſt, happieſt, and moſt 
perfect Syſtems of civil Society. 


ALL the Privileges and Advantages, that 
Man could, juſtly, wiſh for, were granted and 
ſecured to the whole City. She had Opulence ; 
ſhe had Liberty. Neither of which could have 
been wreſted from her, without the Conſent'of 


the Citizens. No Citizen could be poor, while 


the City was rich. No Citizen could be a Slave; 
while the City was free. Every Citizen had an 
equal Right to be choſen to all the Offices of 
Honor, Profit, or Truſt, in the City ; and a 
Vote in the Election of all the Magiſtrates, Of- 
ficers and Servants of the Corporation. 


Has this been ſlill the Caſe, there winded 
have been no Murmurs, no Complaints i in our 
Streets ; no Information offered in the Courts of 
Juſtice ; no Application to the Government ; no 
Appeal to youR MAJESH v. 


Bur, with inexpreflible Grief and Anxiety! 

I beg Leave to inform YOUR MOST GRACIOUS 
MA EST, that little more than the Shadow, 
the bare, outward Form, the empty Name of 
this moſt excellent Conſtitution is, now; left 
You R. moſt faithful, dutiful, loyal and loving 
Subjects, 
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Subjects, the Citizens of this vou x MA jesTY's 
moſt antient and loyal City |! 


THeRE is not a conſiderable Privilege, how- 
ever Fundamental, however Sacred ; that has 
not been invaded and violated ! We have in ma- 
ny Inſtances, loſſed, not only, the Subſtance, 
but even, the Shadow or Form of this Conſtitu- 
tion; inſomuch, that the very Traces of our an- 
tient Liberties and Franchiſes are, almoſt, to- 
tally effaced and obliterated | 


FoRE1GNERs and Aliens are upon a better 
Footing, in this City, than thoſe, who, by Birth, 
by Services, or at the Expence of their Treaſure; 
have obtained their Freedom ! The great L1- 
BERTIEsS and FRANCHISES, which muſt have 
been the beſt Stake and the ncbleſt Prize, for 
which a Citizen could contend ; are almoſt un- 
known to the Citizens, Nor have we any thing, 
now left, to engage us to defend the City, ex- 
cept private Property, and a Senſe of our Duty 
to YouR MAJEsTY, and to the Sickly Na- 
tional Conſtitution ! 


IT is true, GREAT SIR, we have a Perſon. 
among us, who bears the Titule and Authority 
of the Chief Magiſtrate; but, he is neither 
elected, appointed, nor approved, by the Com- 
mons, or Citizens. 


We have theſe Officers, alſo, who are called, 
and officiate as, Sher:fs ; but, they are, in no 
Sort, elected, appointed, or approved, by the 
Commons, or Citizens. And, though, by ex- 
preſs Authority of Parlement, no Alderman 
can fit among the Commons ; yet, the uo She- 
rifs, who muſt prefide in the Commons, 9 

| often 
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often made Aldermen, and, nevertheleſs, act, as 
Sher:fs. While I am writing this Addreſs, we 
feel this Grievance, in Part; one of our Sherifs + 
being made and ſtiled an Alderman. 


We have twenty-four Gentlemen, who aſ- 
ſume the Rank and Titule of Aldermen ; yet, 
by what Law, or Authority, we know not. But, 
to our Shame and Sorrow ! we find, that not 
one of the Set, is elected or appointed, agreeable 
to the primitive, wiſe Inſtitution, or to the Prac- 
tice, that appears, by our Records, to have prevailed 
from the Foundation ; particularly, from the 
Reign of King Charles the Firſt, of melancholy 
Memory ; who granted the firſt Charter, in 
which, the Word Alderman is mentioned, and 
in which they are recited, fo have been time im- 
memorial, created, or elected by the Mayor, Bai- 
liffs, Commons and Citizens, or Corporation, at 
large; to the Reign of Your RovAL Fa- 
THER, of moſt grateful Memory. 


SEVERAL of thoſe, who are now called, and 
act as, Aldermen, are, apparently diſqualified, 
for theſe Places, by expreſs human, as wellzas 
natural Laws : While the whole Board, demon- 
ſtrably, evidently, confeſſedly, exerciſe Powers 
unprecedented, and unwarranted by Juſtice and 
Law ; nay, unknown to the Conſtitution ! 


Wx have Commons; but, they cannot be look - 
ed upon, as the Repreſentatives of the People : 
For, by an illicit, an iniquitgus Act of the ſervile 
Privy-Council of a King, who broke Faith with 
his natural Allies, as well, as with his Subjects, 
and became a Penſioner and Confederate, to and 
with, the natural, the implacable Enemy of his 

| Kingdoms ; 
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Kingdoms; under a moſt unjuſt, anticonſtitu- 
tional Act, of a corrupt and inſlaved Parlement, 
documented to let an Inundation of deſtructive 
arbitrary Power, and fell, papal Tyranny over- 
whelm this Kingdom, in general ; this City, in 
particular; a moſt conſiderable Share in the ap- 

intment of the Commons, as well, as the 
Election of the three greateſt Officers of the City, 
the Lord Mayor, Sherifs and Treaſurer ; is veſted 
in the Aldermen. 


AND, though the negative Power of the Citi- 
Zens, in the Court of DAREIN HUNDRED, is, 
become more important and neceſſary, than ever, 
by theſe Meaſures; yet, is it quite neglected, 
diſregarded, or rendered of none Effect, by the 
Aldermen. 


Tuus, the entire Government of this populous 
City, the Diſpenſation of it's Liberties and Fran- 
chiſes, and the diſpoſal of it's Eſtates and Re- 
venues, which would have been very conſidera- 
ble, had they not been baſely proſtituted, extra- 
vagantly waſted, or fraudulently converted jinto 
private Property, under ſuch an Adminiſtration; 
are aſſumed by twenty-four Gentlemen, called 
Aldermen, for Reaſons, ſolely known to them- 
ſelves. 


THesE GENT LEMEN, now, affect to Stile 
themſelves, THE CITY ; and, in many Inſtances, 
act for, or in the Name of, the whole Corpora- 
tion. And, yet, they have not been contented 
with rendering the Commons and Citizens, in ge- 
neral, mere Beaſts of Burden to the Board, - 
pbers, to advance the value of the Mdermen; but, 

E they 
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they have, illegally, forcibly, expelled them 
apart of the Government of the City; and, the 
better to ſecure the Uſurpation; the Aldermen 
have, contrary to expreſs Laws, admitted ſeveral 
Lords, and other great Men, to fit in the Councils 
of the City, on Affairs relating to the Hoſpital 
and Free School of the City; the Government of 
which is, abſolutely, expreſsly, veſted, by 
Charter, in the Lord Mayor, Sherifs, Commons 
and Citizens and their Succeſſors, tor Ever. Nay, 
ſo ſecure and hardy are the Aldermen, now, grown, 
in their Abuſes of this Charter; that one of them, 
againſt a wiſe and poſitive Precept of the RoyaL 
FoUNDER ; has become a Tenant to the Cor 
ration; and though he has run ſeveral hundred 
Pounds, in arrear of Rent, now, poſitively re- 
fuſes to pay any, or make any Attonement, or 
Satisfaction to the Corporation. 


THESE, may it pleaſe vouR MaJesTyY! are 
inconteſtible Facts, melancholy Truths! of which, 
I ſhall be ready, whenever and vhereſoever 
YoUR MaAJEsTyY ſhall pleaſe to command me, 
to give poſitive, legal Proof. How far, it may 
be conſiſtent with the Principles of Proteſtants, 
with the Duty of good Citizens, loyal Subjects, 
or honeſt Men, to acquieſce under ſuch ſlaviſh 
Impoſitions, ſuch deſtructive Abuſes, without an 
Information, without an Appeal to OUR Sove- 
REIGN, I ſubmit, with all due Deference, Re- 


ſpect and Humility, to YoUR MoST GRACIOUS 
MEST. | | 


YouR MAJESTY is the SUPREME GUARDIAN 
of the RicyTs and LIBERTIES of all Your 
People, in general. You are the FouN DER, or 

5 Repreſentative 
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Repreſentative of the Fou N DER of all Incorpo- 
rate Bodies. Therefore, vouRx CIT IZ ENs come 
more particularly, more immediately, under vouR 
Rov AlL Care and Protection. 


Ver, notwithſtanding; I did not preſume to 
make this direct, perſonal Application to YoUR 
Ma JesTy, till all the ordinary Means of Redreſs 
had been attempted, in vain. 


Tart Aldermen, by whom the City has been 
impoveriſhed, and the civil Conſtitution, broken, 
and thus, overturned ; have been, long and fre- 
quently, ſollicited, in the moſt perſuaſive Terms, by 
the Commons and Citizens, to reſtore the Conſtitu- 
tion of the City and the Liberties of the Citizens; 
but, to no Purpoſe. 


Tax Commons, in the Year 1741 , more vi- 
gorouſly oppoſed the deſtructive Meaſures of the 
Aldermen. And, finding no Proſpect of Redreſs, 
in the City Courts; they were conſtrained to have 
Recourſe to Common Law ; in which they were 
ſupported, by the Citizens.

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Upon the Advice of vouR MaJjEsTyY's Prime 
Serjeant, Attorney General, and many other emi- 
nent Lawyers; we commenced a Suit againſt the 
Aldermen, in vou Rx MaJEsTY's Bench; tor uſurp- 
ing the Right and Privilege of electing Aldermen. 


. ow A "wr Is. 
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By the Confeſſion of the Court, we made out 
an ORIGINAL and INHERENT RI1GuT, to that 
Election, in the Commons and Citizens. The 
Court, further, declared, that if the Altorney 
General appeared in Behalf of the Crown, our 
Suit muſt be granted ; and, that the like De- 
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mand with ours, ſhould not, nay, could not, be 
one Moment refuſed, in any inferior Corporation, 
in the Kingdom. 


Our Demand was no leſs, than to be admitted 
to try, by due Courſe of Law, a Matter of Right 
and Property of the utmoſt Conſequence, to many 
thouſands of your MaJjEsTY's beſt Subjects. Vet, 
how ſhall I ſhock My SoveREiGNn's Ear, with 
the Relation !--Thoſe, who were intruſted with 
diſpenſing Law and Juſtice to youR PEOPLE, 
eren, with the Cuſtody of your MAI ESH v's moſt 


ſolemn Oath ; for Reaſons, beſt known to them- 


ſelves; judged it expedrent, though they could 
not ſay, it was legal; to give us a peremptory De- 
nial ! They refuſed to admit us, to bring the 
Matters in Conteſt to a final Determination, by 
a full, and judicial Trial; and took upon them 
to determine, upon a mere Motion, in which the 
Merits of the Cauſe could not, poſſibly, appear; 
what was only to be determined by the Verdict 
of a jury! 


HERE, vouR Maj ST may pleaſe to ob- 
ſerve, that an oppreſſive Innovation in the Con- 
ititution of this City, was attended with a ſhock- 
ing Bre ich of one of the ruN DAMENTALPRIN- 
CIPLE3 of the national Conſtitution; inſtead of 
the juſt and neceflary Redreſs, or Reparation! 


PERMIT me to atk, MY MOST GRACIOUS So- 


VERGIGN, what was to be done under theſe fad 


Ciftumſtances ?-- Who could, unaffected, fee ſuch 
difinul, ſuch fatal Wounds offered the whole 
Conſtitution ; ſuch daring Inſults to the Crown; 
{ny Injuries to the Subject? Were theſe to be 
tatncly, tacitly, tlaviſhiv born ?--No ; he muſt be 
| utterly 
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utterly unworthy of ſuch a ConsT1TUT10N, of 
ſuch a KI N, as 0URs, who would not purſue 
the higheſt Offenders to the ultimate Reſort. 


THEREFORE, as I had borne a principal Part 
in the Proſecution of the Affair, as a Gtizen, 
and as one of the Truſtees of the Sherifs and 
Commons; I thought it, in an eſpecial Manner, 
incumbent on me, to complane of theſe danger- 
ous, theſe deſtructive Procedings, to an higher 
Power. 


ACCcoRDINGLY, in Behalf of my ſelf, and 
the reſt of the oppreſſed Citizens of this diſtreſſed 
City; I preſented a printed State of the Caſe, 
intituled the COMPLAINTS of DuBLiN, and 
containing full and juſt Information of our Griev- 
ances, to the Lord Harrington, then, vouR MA- 
JESTY's Vice-gerent, in this Kingdom. 


His ExCELLENCY thought it fit to admit me 
to an Audience; ſeemed much affected with the 
Recital of our complicated Diſtreſſes; promiſed 
to look narrowly into our Complaints, and to uſe 
his utmoſt Might to procure us a full and ſpeedy 
Redreſs. | 


Bur, with juſt Concern ! I beg Leave to in- 
form YouR MaJesTY, that ſo far were the 
Complainants, from obtaining any Kind of Satis- 
faction; that I could never after gain, ſo much, 
as Acceſs to HISEXCELLENCY's Preſence. 


Tavs, your MajesTY may now fee, that, 
under the beſt of Kings, the nobleſt Form of 
Government, and the moſt wiſe and free Syſtem 
of Policy; the Subjects are liable to be 1 of 
all the Benefits of the Conſtitution, and reduced 

to 
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to a State, little better, than down-right Slavery ; 
and yet, the Invaders, of our RiGnTs and LI- 
BERT I ES, without vouR MAJESTY's Interpoſiti - 
on; may paſs unpuniſhed, uncenſured ! 


IT is thus, the giddy Multitude, who are un- 
able to diſtinguiſh between the Actions of Kings, 
and thoſe of a ſubordinate Adminiſtration, and 
are {ſeldom capable of judging better, than from 
Events ; may be taught to diſcredit and contemn 
that Government, however great, however excel- 
lent, under which, they cannot fully and ſecurely 
enjoy their Freedom and Rights, and the general 
Benefits of their Conſtitution. 


As he, who injures his Neighbour, or the Pub- 
lic, within the Law, or under it's Color, or Sanc- 
tion, is the worſt and moſt dangerous Villain; fo, 
he, who is intruſted with any Branch of the Ad- 
miniſtration of the State, and neglects, or abuſes 
his Office, is the worſt and moſt dangerous Ene- 
my to the KING and to mis PeoPLE. 


IT is the Duty of every Member of our Com- 
munity, to detect and point out all ſuch Malefac- 
tors, however dignified with Place, or Titule : 
He, who ſees and perceives Wounds given 
the Head, or any part of our Body, which, if re- 
peated and permitted to paſs unpuniſhed and un- 
remedied; may, in the end, prove fatal to the 
whole frame; without attempting all juſt means 
of preſent redreſs, and future Security; is a moſt 
unworthy, an unnatural Member of our Body Po- 
litic, and, in my Apprehenſion; not much bet- 
ter, than a fame Slave, or a corrupt Traitor. 


Who can lie, contentedly under theſe horrible 
Imputations ?--I hope it can not be diſagreeable to 
MY 
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MY SOVEREIGN, that I declare, I neither can, 
nor will ; and, that I am determined to diſcha 
the Duty of a Citizen, of a Subject, of a Man, 
be the Conſequence, what it may. © Therefore, 
I have thus ventured to acquit myſelf, commit- 
ting the Event to DIVINE PROVIDENCE, 
and to Your MaJjesTvY. 


I AM well aware, that the Time has been, 
when the Britiſb Court, as well, as others, was 
crowded with thoſe, who were more buſy and 
ſollicitous to ſuppreſs ſuch Truths, as theſe, than 
to bring them to the SovERE1GN's Ear. 


Wir Men of that Caſt, an Addrefs, like 
this, in a fimple, home-ſpun Dreſs, and from 
an humble, obſcure Citizen, though a moſt loyal, 
dutiful, and loving Subject, might not be hoped 
to gain Acceſs to the King; or it, by any Acci- 
dent, it had that Fortune ; it would be likely to 
be miſconſtrued and miſrepretented, or treated, 
as a Piece of Inſolence and Diſaffection. 


I nop the Succeſs of this Addreſs will, evi- 


dently, prove VouR MAIESTx's Court, now, 
free of ſuch, falſe Counſellors. 


Bur, however wicked Miniſters might, here- 
tofore, have ſkreened themſelves behind the 
Throne; however they might have abuſed the 
ſacred Name and Authority of Majeſty, to give 
Sanction to their audacious Iniquities; however 
they might have affected, to call every honeſt At- 
tempt to oppoſe, or expoſe their anticonſtitutional 
Meaſures, Diſaffection to the Government; how- 


ever aſſiduouſly they might have endeavored, to 


ſtiffle all Complaints, againſt general Abuſes, 
Co rruptions, 
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Corruptions, or Oppreſſions; conſcious that ſuch 
muſt, probably, have extended, directly, or in- 
directly, to the Adminiſtration of them, their 
Brethren, Confederates, or Minions ; however 
malignantly they might have repreſented ſuch, as 
ſought to detect their deſtructive Views, as a ſedi- 
tious, diſaffected Malecontent ; yet, ſuch Op poſi- 
tion, Sedition, Diſaffection and Diſcontent muſt be 
deemed public VirTvues, true and genuine Loy- 
AL v, while Reaſon, Juſtice and Liberty, are al- 
lowed to hold the Ballance; let ſuch Criminals have 
cenſured them, as they would. 


THEREFORE, while vouR MAJESTY judges 
of this poor Attempt, by the Strength of Your 
own unbiaſſed Senſe and Humanity, I have no- 
thirig to fear from the moſt ſubtil, falſe Inſinu- 
ations. 


Wr have the wiſe King's Word for it; that 
the Man, diligent in his Buſineſs, ſhall ſtand before 
Princes, he ſhall not fland before mean Men. 


I' FLATTER my ſelf, that my Diligence and 
Induſtry, as a Tradeſman, as well, as my Loy- 
alty and Fidelity, as a Subject, intitule me to 
this Privilege.--Let me, then, ſtand and be judged 
before MY SOVEREIGN only. 

IT is a ſtale Art of Miniſters and miniſterial 
Writers, to have repreſented vouR Maj EST v's 
beſt Britiſh Subjects, as a giddy, reſtleſs, fickle and 
diſcontented People ; to reproach them, with hav- 
ing, generally, proved fond of Change of Go- 
vernment, and often troubleſome aud uneaſy to ſome 
of the beſt of their Kings. 


I 5HALL 
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I HALL, for the preſent, take the Truth of 
this, ſeeming, heinous Charge, for granted. But, 
as the real Cauſe, in this, and every ſuch Caſe, is 
artfully concealed; I muſt beg Leave to reveal, 
and offer it to vouR MaJEsTY's Conſideration. 


Tre fundamental Laws of our Conſtitution 


have provided, that our King can do no Wrong. 


Bur, though no ſuch proviſion is, or can be 
made, with regard to his Miniſters; we find, that 
the Miniſtry have, heretofore, often aſſumed the 
Authority and Sanction of the Crown; and, under 
that cover, through the Weight of their Power 
and Influence, have oppreſſed and inflaved the 
People, and well nigh ſapped the very Founda- 
tion of our Conſtitutions : 


For, while the King has been artfully kept an 
abſolute Stranger to the Iniquity of their Admi- 
niſtration ; while he has been led into falſe ſecu- 
rity, from the Number and ſtrength of civil, ec- 
clefiaſtic and military Mercenaries, raiſed and kept 
in the Pay of the Public, for the pernicious Pur- 
you of the Miniſtry; the undiſcerning Multitude 

ve, inconſiderately, imputed the Faults and 
Miſconduct of the M:niftry, to the Kins ; point- 
ed their Reſentment to nothing leſs, than the 
overturning the whole Frame of Government, and 
contented themſelves with nothing, till the gene- 
ral Indignation has burſt forth, in the Horrors of 
an Inſurrection, or Rebellion 


Tus were dangerous Meaſures! dreadful Con- 
ſequences! which every prudent, every good Man 
would and ſhould, always be ready to ſuppreſs, or 


prevent; at the Expence of his Fortune, and at the 
F- Peril 
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Peril of his Life. Among ſuch, I ſhall never be 
the laſt. 


Give me Leave, to obſerve, to MY MosT 
GRAC10US SOVEREIGN; that nothing is more 
hateful, more offenſive to the Ears of a Britiſb 
Subject, than the very Name of a Prime Miniſter. 
It is an Office, that can only, properly ſubſiſt, where 
the Power of the Crown is, by ſome Means or other, 
rendered abſolute. Nothing can ſo much endan- 
ger any free State, as the unbounded Power 
uſually aſſumed by an over-grown Miniſtry. No- 
thing can tend more to the rendering Parlements 
of none Effect ; to the Eſtabliſhment of Tyranny, 
under the irreſiſtable, the ſacred Form and Sanc- 
tion of Law. 


Ir the illicit Power of the Miniſtry ſhould be 
permitted to riſe to the Gigantic Height, in 


which the People have ſometimes beheld it, with 


Amazement and Horror; when the Miniſtry 
were known to fill all the Offices of the State, the 
Church and the Army, at Pleaſure ; or to make as 


many new Places, or Penſioners ; or to create as 


many Peers, as they liſted; or as they found ne- 
ceſſary to raiſe and confirm the public Depend- 


ence upon them; which has been the Caſe ſome- 


time within this Century ; what Security can be 


offered, that it may not, in the End, prove formi- 
dable to the CRown, as it has often done to the 


L1BERTI1ESs of the Subject: 


Tux is nothing more probable, than that 
he, who would inſlave or disfranchiſe, the meaneſt 
Citizen, or Subject, would, were he poſſeſſed of 
equal Power; dethrone H 1s SoveERE 16N, in Fact, 


as well, as in Effect; to gratify the ſame ſavage 


Ambition.

Ambition. It can, therefore, never be ſafe, or 
juſt to truſt ſuch Men, with any Power, in the 
Public Adminiſtration. 


I MusT beg Leave to obſerve further, to 
youR Ma] EST v, that there is nothing more evi- 
dent, from the antient and modern Hiſtories of 
England, than that wiſe and juſt Kings, who 
laid themſelves out for learning and maintaining 
the Conſtitution of their Country ; reigned long, 
ſecurely and happily, and floriſhed, amidſt num- 
berleſs Efforts of powerful foreign and active do- 
meſtic Enemies, to diſturb and cut ſhart their 
Reigns. 


SUcu patriot Princes ever found morerealStrength 
and laſting Security, in the pure Aﬀections of a 
FREE, BRAVE and GRATEFUL PEOPLE, than 
others could poſſibly obtain, from the moſt nume- 
rous Bands of ſervile, venal Penſioners, or the 
moſt powerful mercenary Fleets, or Armies. 


Nay, even, weak and wicked Kings, who 
have had the good Fortune to appoint w/e and 
virtuous Men, their Miniſters ; gained the Love 
and free Allegiance of their Subjects, reigned 
long, with Glory and Renown, and may be ſaid, 
{till to live and reign in the grateful Memories of 
2 FREE PEOPLE : While ſome of the beſt, the 
moſt conſtitutional of our Kings, by unhappily 
lighting on, and implicitly confiding in, wicked 
and corrupt Counſellors; have inſenſibly loſſed 
the Affection of their People, the ſureſt and beſt 
Bond of Allegiance; have had their Reigns di- 
ſturbed and interrupted, by Parties and Factions, 


Tumults and Rebellions, which ended not, but 
| Tx: A 
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with their Lives : So juſt has this divine Maxim, 
in all Ages, proved ; Remove the evil Counſellor, 


from before the KING; jo ſhall his Throne be 
eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs. 


Hence, I hope, it is apparent to vouR Ma- 
JESTY, that, when any Degree of Diſcontent is 
raiſed among the People; it is the indiſpenſable 
Duty of every Subject to inform vouR MES? 
TY, and to point out the Cauſe. Your Wiſ- 
dom and Juſtice will then, direct vouR Ma- 
JESTY to look ſpeedily and ſtrictly into the Mat- 


ter; and, by removing the Cauſe, to make the 
Effect ceaſe. | 


Ix any of the Subjects have Cauſe; they 
have the undoubted Privilege to complane, 
BZ and an equal Right to be heared. And, till 
| their Grievances are juſtly and legally re- 
dreſſed, or put into a legal Method of Redreſs; 
the Government is, in that Inſtance, actually 
ſuſpended; conſequently weakened and endan- 
gered. And there can not be a perfect Reſtora- 


tion, till a full and perfect Redreſs of Grievances 
be effected. * f 


| SoME, then, of youk MajesTy's beſt Sub- 
| jects have cauſe, do complane ; but, are neither 


properly heared, nor, in any Meaſure, redrefled, 
by the ſubordinate Adminiſtration. The ghaſtly, 


i the deadly Wound now lies open and blecding ! 


It is vous alone, GREAT SIR, to apply the com- 
forting, the healing Balm. 
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Sucn, as conceal, or obſtruct rhe Com 
or Redreſs of the Public, or political Grievances 
of the meaneſt of vou R MAIEST 's Subjets, as 
much, as in them lies, ſtrike at the Foundatian 
of our Government, abſolve the injur.d Coen- 
plainants from their Allegiance, and reduces them 
from a regular, eſtabliſhed civil — to a diſ- 
orderly, looſe ſtate of Nature. 


I BESEECH YoUR M JESTY, with great Hu- 
mility; to conſider, what Evils have not been 
duced, what Evils are not to be dreaded, 
with- holding JusriIcE, Law and LI BERT, the 
KING's Prerogative and the Subject's BIK TRH- 
RIGHT, the very Vitals of the Body Politic, from 
the Members of the Community. 
are anſwerable for the direfull, the dreadfull Con- 
ſequences? And who, that conſiders thoſe wei 
Matters, can be thought juſt, or loyal to the Kix, 
or CoNSTITUT10N, without offering, or endeavor- 
ing to offer, the beſt Hints, or Informations, be 
can afford, to Your MAIEST 's View e e 
I have done no more.

Par. 12. THis more ſtrongly ſets forth the Liberties and Juriſlic 
tion of the City, and aſcertains the Privilege of the Citizens, in a 
material Point; to wit, That they ſhomld be anſwerable in all Suits 
relating to their Holdings, or Poſſeſſions in the City, within 
its Liberties and Juridiction, only; although the Courts of Law 
were not then eſtabliſhed in the City. 

Par. 13. Tuis Article is not, now, very intelligible, to me. 
I look upon it, as a general Pardon for Murder, with which, it 
is to be feared, many were, in thoſe confuſed Times, chargeable.

Br a Vaſſalage, once, univerſally, pre- 
vailing in theſe Countries; every Lord was intituled to viſit his 
Tenants, and to live upon them, with his whole Retinue, of Foot - 
men and Horſcmen, at Pleaſure. Or, to exact Hoſting, Cuddics, or 
Entertainments, per Miſum, by a certain Arbitrary Mul, or Fine, 
in Money, which afterwards was called, Ceynce, Coyne, or Coin; or 
per Literationem, Livery ; a Ticket, or Billet for Fact and Horſe, to 
live on free Quarters. By this Clauſe, the Citizens of Dublin are ex.

They were to make a Return, or Certificate, of their 
Inquifitions, into the Excheguer. He is not to continue in his Office 
above a Year. No Seiſure of Lands, or Tenements can be made 
into the King's Hands, before the E/cheats be found, upon Inqui- 
ſition, as above.—By the 126th Paragraph, all Eſcheats are granted 
to the City.

CLERK or THE MARKET, is an antient Officer appointed to re- 

late the Weights and Meaſures, by which Goods and Merchan- 

iſes are publicly bought and ſold. The Clerk of the Market 1s to 
make Aſſays of all Weights and Meaſures, and ſee that they be 
marked and ſealed according to the lawful Standard. He has 
Power to hold a Court, and may iſſue Proceſs to the Sherifs, or 
Bailifs, to bring a Jury before him. His Charge to them is to 
make Inquiſition into the State of the Markets, and to preſent all 
ſuch Perſons, as uſe falſe, or unlawful Weights, Scales, or Mea- 
ſures ; or who ſell adulterated, unſound, or unwholſome Bread, 
Flle, Fiſh, or any other Victuals, or Neceſſaries of Life. Such 
enders are puniſhable by Fine, in this Court.
